ntlE two important colkciions which form the enbjoot of 
T this catalogue were brought togethoj hb the reeult of 
,jrexcavations conducted by Mr. A. Rea, formerly Superintend' 
4 ent of the Archmolegical Survey of India, Southern Circle, 
P and are exhibited in an extenaion of the Frehiatoric Gallery 
ll of the Madraa Cuvernment Muaeuiu which was specially 
erected for their accomniodalion. Mr, Rea, for some time 
I [iriur to his retirement from the service of Government in 

I October was placed on special duty in connection with 

' the nrcliteological collections m the Museum, aud the present 
catalogue is one of the results of his work. 

By far the more extensive ef the two finds is that from 
AdirhanalKir and other localities in the Tianevelly or moat 
soitiUcrn district of the Madras Prestdency. The Adicha* 
uailur site was first brought to notice tn i8T6, when it was 
visited by Dr. Jagor of Borliij, who secured a considerable 
number of articles for the BerlLu Museum filr Volkerkuude. 
h'lirther explorations wore conducted in the winter of 1903- 
1904, by M. Louis Lapicque of Faria, which resulted in 
additional collections, aud as a result of their examination 
Al, Lapicque arrived at the conclusion that the remains 
I b^longeil to a Proto-Dm vidian race, A detaiJud investigation 
1 of the sites was conducted by Mr. Kea, atintervalfl from 1899 
j to 1905, when tbo present collection and a large number of 
j dnpUcates were obtained. While admitting that the bnrial- 
! grounds might bo of great antiquity, Mr. Rea was on the 
1 whole disposed to think that they were of Pandyan origin and 
j might even have been lu use after the commoucernent of the 
Christum era. 

f The burial-ground at Adichanallui- covers an area of one 
’ hundred and fourteen acres and is the most extensive yet 
■ discovered in South India. The funenvl urns were deposited 
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either fibgly, or loore rarelj in pairs, in pits excavated in 
the solid rock or in the gravellj soiL In mo^t cages onlj a 
selection of bones appears to have been interred, anil as tUore 
are no evidences of cremation it seems probable that only 
portions of the body wnre placed in each urn, a thecrv' which 
13 supported by the aniall sbe of many of the latter and the 
narrow nesa of their montlig. 

The bmal nms and other articles of pottery which 
coDstitntc the majority of the objects found at AdichanaJldrj 
do not appear to differ in any important respect from similar 
finds made in various other South Indian localities^ Many of 
the smaller vessels, some of which it may be remarked closely 
resemble objects of prehistoric pottery found in Egypt {cf^ 
Y. Biasing, Sitzgab, d, KonigL Bayer^ Aknd. d. Wiesensch, 
philoa.-philoL n* hist, Kl,, Jahrg, 1911, 6 Abk) exhibit a 
cha materia lie red and black polished surface^ which wa^ the 
result of friction and not of a true fused The smaller 

artLclea consist for the most part of ordinary domestic 
utensila, together with stands of various kinds on which the 
vessels requiring support were placed. Comparatively little 
applied decoration is found imd that practically confined to 
the large urns. The domestic utensils were found both in the 
interior of the urns and outside thenij and as many contained 
rice huskB they were perhaps originally receptacles for grain 
intended to serve as food for the spirits of the dead. 

The most i uteres ting of the Tinnevelly finds are, how¬ 
ever, the objects in meiai, ag they exist in ^cat variety^ a 
oonsidcrable amonnt of skill hae been exercised in their 
manufacture* and many are of hitherto unknown design. The 
majority are of iron, but a fair number occur in bronze, and 
the uses to which some of the more complicated articles 
were put are still somewhat conjectural. The only objects 
discovered in any of the precious metal a are oval frontlets of 
gold leaf, which were probably tied round the forehead in 
the case of certain of the dead, possibly those of rank or 
importance. 
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Th® iron articles include ewords, daggers, epear^lieflidB, 
anoW'heads and other xveapono used in warfare or in hunting, 
sgricahund implementa resombliag the modern raammutti," 
though it is hjr no means certain that they were original I j 
fixed at right nngles to the shaft, and others more difBoult to 
olassifj' sach ae tridents two or three feet in length, and the 
peculiar " hangers *’ probably used for the suspension of iron 
saucer lamps of which several were found. The weapons and 
implements appear to have been inserted point downwardsin 
the earth by the persons present at the interment. 

Though much fewer in number, the bronze articles are 
executed with higher skill than those in iron, and unlike the 
latter which appear to have been made for purely utilitarian 
purposes, comprise objects which can only have been intended 
for ornament, and thus afibrd the best available evidence of 
the art of the people who fashioned them, This particnlarly 
applies to the tmmerouB representationa of animals, usually 
arranged in radiating rows on complicated metal friime- 
works eome of which apparently formed supports for 
spherical Teasels, while others ivere ulabontely decorated lids. 
Altbovigh the wortmaiiship is crude tiie animals can be 
readily identified, and special attention may be directed to a 
spirited representation of a village dog (No. IdS), which, 
although found isolated, probably formed part of one of these 
peculiar ornaments. It is worthy of note that the eow and 
other animals specially distinctive of Hindu mythology are 
not repreBented* The buffalo appears to Ijave heon most gene^ 
rally selected, and this animal slill plays an all-important part 
in the religious ritual of the Todas, a DiaTidian tribe long 
isolated on the Nilgiri Hills. In the room adjoining that in 
which the present collection is exhibited, will bo found noroer* 
oiis objects in pottery, iron and bwnso, discoTered by 
Mr- .1- W. Breaks, a former Compiissioner of the Nilgiris, in 
the cairns and barrows of those hills, which this investi¬ 
gator believed to be of early Toda origin {c/. " An Account 
of the Primitive Tribes and Monuments of the Nilagiria. By 
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\f ^**^^^* London, 1S73, ’ and “ Government Museum, 
Mudrfts. Catalogue of tUo Prcliistoric Antiquities By 
H. Bruco-Pooio. Madras, 1901"). TLe Xilgiri animal figures, 
which moludo tile buffalo, exist only in clay and are distinctly 
coarse m ejEecution | while they were probably need in moat 
oases to decorate tlio lids of vessels, the nature of the matei ial 
used pmveaLod any attorapt at Oliiboration iu design, such as 
occurs in the Adichanallur lids. In other respects, however, 
there is no great similarity between tbe Tiimevelly and 
Nilprt exhibits. The remaining ariioles m bronze from 
Adiohanajlur comprise personal ornarnents and domestic 
utenaila, including the peculiar "sieve cups " or strainers, but 

no weapons or implements appear to have been fashioned in , 
tbu metal. *6 

The human remains found in the urns include a number 
of skulls and other bones which are atiJl in a fair state of 
preservation. Mr. E. I'hurston's luoasurementH ol six of tbe 
moat perfect skulls are quoted by Mr. Ilea, and it ia hoped 
that a detailed account of the osteological specimens will 
eventually be published. 

ihe second and smaller collection, included in the present 
catalogue, comprises prehistoric remains from the neighbour* 
hood of Perumbair, in the Chingleput distiiot, about fifty 
miles south of Madras, obtained by Mr. Itea, as the result of 
excavations which he conducted from 1&04 to 1908. Uere, as 
in many other localities iti the Madras Presidency, the aticient 
burial sites are indicated on the surface by ciroles of rough 
stone boulders, and iu the centre of each circle at a depth 
of from two to seven feet, was found either u pyriform urn 
or an earthenware cist. The urns belong to a type of which 
the Museum previously possessed specimens from various 
8outh Indian looalities, while the more unusual cists resemble 
those found at Pallavarara, eleven miles south of Madras, but 
differ from the hitter in generally possessing a greater 
number of legs or supports. The subsidiary articles, which 
were found both inside and near the burial receptacles, consist

for tb« mofit part of pottery^ bnb Blom objects* moBilj 
Buitable for pfrinding, a few iron impIeEacnta and oome chank 
sliell oraamenta were also discovered^ The pottery fa of ^ 
distincljly coarser fabric than that of the Adiohanallnr find. 

The long earthenware cists or sarcoplrngi* of which 
seven are eidiibitedi appear originally to have been famished 
mill perforated arched lids, two of which are preserved in 
«7u. The nature of the soil at Pt rarobiir has not been favour¬ 
able for the preaervation oil her of the pottery or of the 
human remains, and the bones are all in a more or less frag¬ 
mentary condition In one case Mr, Rea obtained evidencse 
of what appeared to be a comparatively modern interment 
in this prehiatoric cemeteryi and the theory that the site 
continned to be so need in later limes, is supported by the 
discovery of a small stone imngo of GaneSa which was found 
buried in the soiL 

lllnstrated articles by Mr. Rea on the Adichanajhlr 
antiquities, will bo found in the Annual Reports of the 
Archoeological Survey of India, for 1902-03 and 190S-04# 
and on those from Perumbair in the Eepon for 190&-09.

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TINXEVELLY PREHISTORIC ANTIQUITIES. 


INTKOOCTCTION> 

Th* site id AdtchnnallQr atandfl un tha nglit hank of the Tambara- 
pELrni riverj ta^hout two uiilpi west of the town of Srivaikuntftffli ni tlic 
Tinnetellj district, ii was firH brong-lifc to notice in IS 70 | when it 
was visited bj Dt, Jngorqf Berlin, accompanied by Mr. Stnart^ tho 
Acting Collector of TinnevcllYj nnd by the District Engineer. 

Tho ColJirtor, in ft letter to GoYornment.t »aidi—^' Wc com¬ 
menced oxenTntiona in the aide of n bill cotilisting ohfeBy of qnafta 
grave! with boulders of tho Bamc material and restiiig on gaeisa rock 
and within a sapcrhoial Ntea of twcnty-fiTrc or thirtj square yards^ wa 
dLacovcTod from twenty to thirty baked earthen pota varying in ftila 
from tlireo feet nine hy three feet sii down to ten inohea cither way* of 
very varions shapes, and of shapoi in most Cftflcs more elegant and of 
a better loanufacturo than any oaa secs at the day in the 

b ftznara. 

"Tbeso pots, when cxamiDcd,, wore found to contain^ besides earthy 
gravel nud scoues, a variety of objects of great luterflat to the aiiti- 
quarisa^ the etbnoldgi^t, and to «oiocce generally. 

Upwards of fifty kinds of baked earthenware atonsils of all sixes 
and ehapes^ n^ansidenible is umber of ire a weapons and im piemen tS| 
ohivd^ knived or short sword-blades and hatchete^and a groat quantity 
of bones and skulls wore disaoverei. In ono very interesting uosa^ 
two Bmn\l pots were found withm a largo onoj together with the bones 
as in most cases of a neatly coinplote skeleton, contaiairkg what it 
was impossible to mistake for anything olse bat the outer coats of 
gmins of rice and of the dry grain known in Tinnevolly aa saniei^ The

over with broken pioces of pottery of a Bimildr cbarwrler. . 
eic^vdtioii in all probabiUtj^ only teacbed one point ot “tenure 
.vndont cemetery or catacomb in wbicb tbo dead of an age, the hobita

was afterwards made te rentintie tbe ceavaUDns, by 
«moviug the wbole of tbo soil from certain ureas, leaviug the urns 
standing exposed, which would have been rather a stupendous under- 

taking. But forhjualely the proposal was dropped. 

Orders were given by Government to leave the site ttndmturbed, 

but these appear to have beeu unattended to, for quarrying has h«n 

going on contiuiiously ever aince, with the result that vast qimutiUes 
of these iutcresting relics must have been destroyed. ,, 

I first visited tbe site in the official year 1^99-1900, wbeu some 
digging was done. Further excavationa were conducted oy me for a 
fat mfntha annually up to the cfficiul year 1993-04. The oo^Uon

About the centre of thogronnd some three feet of aurfaco soil is 
composed of gravel, with decomposed qnarta rock below. Tlic rock 
has been hollowed out for ths urns, with a scpamtfl cavity for each 
of them. 

In this hnrial grennd theobiecta were fonnd both bsidoand outside 
large urns of a pyriform shape. The urtm were atan avemge distance 
of about si* feet apart and at from throe to twelve foot or more below 
the snrface. Some were fonod placed over other one*. An idea of 
the deposits which exist in the whole area, may thus bo obtained, as 
an aero probably holds over a thousand a roe. This is the most oxtenaiTe 
and important prehistoric be rial place ns yet known in Sonthem India.

Many 
prebistario sites bavo hceo examined in lodiAj bat none so extensi'Pe 
in its reanlts tta this. Lsrge tracta at Adicbflnalliir are yet ndtonobed* 
The high gttmad on the ejiBt, withiti the limits of AdichaimHur villnge* 
hsd ftodeTitlj been a village site. In digging this ground, nboat a 
foot of deposited grnvelly soil was fonod on the surfsce wnahed down 
froiii the higher gfouml. Below that, to a depth of about six feetp 
nalies mixed with the bones and homaof noimalat broken pottery, otc.^ 
in shortj the usual debris of a villiigB aite, were found. 

yrom experieucej it was poseibEe to jadge«at the vorj' ootninetice* 
ment of the exoavarioii of an am, whether to cipeot a gold diadem in 
it or not, for gone rally the nnis that contain dmdrmji are at a great 
depthr end are overlaid with heavy stoaoi» Out of many iirns exca¬ 
vated^ oulf a few gold ornaments were foodd| evidently in the caae 
of per.->ona of rank dr imporianoe. When tbo covering stones were 
remove^!, got a largo supply of pottery, then sovenil ardclirs, 

such as waspons of iron^ some of wbiob have had wooden handled, 
and bronze reasela, lids or omsmentaJ objtH^ts. These were in large 
numbers both inside lUjd outi^ide the urns. 

The comparative mi'Uy of bronxo objects and: their nse for personal 
ornaments, show that this metal mast have been scarcci highly valued^ 
and used only by the higher clafis of people. Thus the people of those 
days appear to have been skilful itj moulding pottery^ in casting 
or working metalB^ In weaving and in working stone and wooiL The 
ornamentation of the pottery consists only of embossed dots and 
incised lioee^ for the most part in triangnlai- or simple geometrical 
dciigns. The broiixas eihibit a high degree of skill in workmanship 
and manipniation of lbs metal, while the same me j be said of the iron 
impleiDentB. All this conhnas historical acoontite ss to the early skill 
of Indians in the working of metals.

thiit tiljcse UTo probably relics, of the Ivurumbar^^ wboj^o HCi'oroigus 
belonged to the r^IIuVEi f&mi}y and who once iiibabited ihk part of 
tijo country prior to tba oloventh century, when they wore oonqoored 
bytheCbrdns.

1 visited Peruinbiir, strictly PorumbayfSr, in tho Mjidnmiitakain 
taluk in 1904-05j^ ond obsoryiiig exteuaive gi^oup^ of rude stone 
irircles situated around the adjoining hills, decidod on excavating 
some of them. The work was coutiniiud at intervals till ly07-0% and 
resulted in a very fair eo I lection of probistorio remains wbick differ 
in many respects from those portaining to Tinnovellj, 

The sites occor in the waste or rocky places (FI, XIV, Fig. 1) which 
HU iron nd the range of hlLls abovo rofurrnd 10 , and the whole range ht 
claased ae a Govornment EcBorve foroii. Around the base o! the 
hills the remains nrq placed a short diatiince frotn the bottom slopes, 
and uaublly consist of stone circles varying from eight to fifty feet in 
diameter, formed of rough tLone boulders. In oiberd, the stones 
have been removed and thu site of deposit is only marked by a bw 
mound^ which must at due lime have Ijeen uineli highor, but has been 
rotlucod in height by the action of thp iresther. In the centre of 
each stone circle is deposited either a pyriform nrn or an elougated 
pottery oist. 

The reservation of the site hos been the means of protecting the 
majority of the remains from the nut-cstticted depredatEOnu of trejisiiro 
and ilio result is tliAt many oE the circles contain deposits in 
a varying state of proscr^tion- Such mauuds m am ontBide the 
reservo, usoiilly show traces of having been dii^ into. The mounds

Thu surffloa soil is a coarse 
gravely with a sabstrstniii of clay of a red fcrniginoos kind, Tbia is 
an unj^oitable boH for tUe preaervation of cemcnio roKeSp as its expan- 
8ion 0ad contractionp according to the moisture to which it is Bnbjectedj 
result in the fracture of the pottery ^ and the greatest dilftealty baa 
been experienced in restoring ta ahiipe the broken ciets and nrna that 
were bmnglit to the Mueettm. 

The depoaiiB are foaod at a depth of two to seven feet below- the 
Horfacc ntid nre contniiicd in pyriform nrntCj or in oblong pottery cists or 
Bnrcophagi roonded at the ends and standing on thrco rows of short 
logs. The cbta vary in lengUi from two to seven feet and resomble 
those found at the Fallavamin prehistoric site in the Said&pet taluk^ 
(Thirigloput district, eicepting that these iDoin the latter phice itivari^' 
ably hnvo two rows of legSj white those at Pemnbfiir^ whether large 
Or smalh altnost always have three. 

Tlio msm depo$^ite are found in the cists theraselves, bnt m st the 
other fitiesj euhsidiary deposits of pottery and iron implonjeiits ore 
fnatid oatsido and around thoin. Some of [he smaller artieles appear 
close to the surface mid at intervals down to the mnin deposit, which 
may be ns mnch ns seven feet from the EnifucOp but the depth fs 
generally Iobs. 

The finds cdnsiBted of utone and iron impiements and weapons^ 
poiteryp boneBi and shell omameots. In one cist was a human, 
skeleton in a eross-li*gged sitting p^»sturej with the hands resting on 
the knees as if in meditation^ ThiSj however, secTus to be a compare^ 
lively modern iuterment and not of the prehistorio periods The 
condition of the bones shows this clearly, and tho preaence of a small
